ing i'rsidein, and his successor, Colons!
K. A. Pinaon. Sinoe Mr. JNeison may nut,
for some time to come, have access to the
uublie thrnuirh the Dress, il becomes us at
least to give him a full hearing, and his
speech therefore appears as a whole. The
inaugural of Colonel Pinson, urging the
active oi uis bshik-iuc-t iu
fusinir vitality iuto the Chamber of f om
merce. was full of force snd earnestness.

OFFK'EKs FOR TH K YEAR.

Before these two excellent speeches
were delivered, while Colonel .Nelson
still the chair, il was an
nounoed that Colonel R. A. Pinson
was chosen President lor the eueu
iug year, and that Messrs. Newton
ford, W. M. Farringtou, W. R. Moore,
Kohl. A. Allison and B. Baylies, had been
chosen Vice Presidents. All these geu-- ;
lemon meet this afternoon at 4 o'clock,

Colonel Tbos. A. Nelson, when with-

drawing from the Presidency of the
Chamber, said:

Uentlemcn of the Chamber of Commerce :
On retiring from the position as your
presiding officer, a position with which
you have honored me at three successive
elections, I beg to return my most pro-
found acknowledgments for the repeated
honors which you have conferred upon
me, as well aa for the uniform courtesy
which vou have extended, and confidence
rejiosed in me In whatever affected the
interest of the mercantile community of
Memphis, and the Chamber of Commerce.

My heart, gentlemen, has been deeply
enlisted in whatever affected the commer
cial prosperity of Memphis; and during
tnv administration or ine anairs oi ine
I'hamber, it has been my greatest desire

turn ail questions affecting our interus
to the greatest advantage, for onr common
good. It has often been a cause of deep
regret that so mucn apatny was
sometimes shown amongst our mem
bers, and those most deeply interested
in the prosperity of Memphis. One of
the ereatest difiiculties which ha sur
rounded us has been a want of united ac-

tion in what affected the common good.
Some of our members have ever been
prompt in attendance at our meetings,
and manifested dun interest in what was
before us. Unfortunately this class has
not been as large as it should have been.
or as large as was necessary lor the good
of many enterprises which affected our
commercial prosperity. Another, and
!. .... v respcctublt class of our mem hers,
have ever been willing to contribute
money to the support of the Chamber, but
were uuwilling to drop the business of
their stores aud country homes to attend
the meetings. This, gentlemen, should
not have been so, and I invoke you to
give more life and interest to onr meet-
ings by prompt and general attendance,
and thereby infuse the right spirit into
i!t the members, ana susiam uv your
presence and otherwise the action of our
worthv president, niv successor, in con
ducting the business of the Chamber, and
adding to the general Interest therein.

The .Memphis mamoer oi i omnieroe,
when sustained by the united presence
snd voioe of its members, has been heard
with favor by high officials and in the
halls of Congress and the General Assem
bly of our own sitate, ana, we nave good
reason to believe, not without its influ
ence and power being fell. It ia within
the recollection ot some now present mat
when the onerous tax on cotton was
crushing our people and destroying their
energies, not only by the tax imposed,
but bv the diuieumes oi meeting me re- -

iiiireuienl in paving It, that you came
forward and suggested to the Government

hvNtcm of collecting, which was to a
large extent adopted, aud we were greatly
relieved of the troubles which surrounded
us. Vou were amongst the first to raise
your voice aud remonstrate against the
continuation oi uuu. unjust anu unequal
tax on cotton, which was prostrating the
nuances of our people and impoverishing
the whole bouth. Your voice Was not
unheard by our Northern brethren, who
bad the power of doing with us as
suited their views and pleasure. Alter a
.ite , they concluded a great wrong bad
liaeu done, and repaired it by repeal of
the law imposing the tax, and I doubt not
the "sober second thought" will cause
them to make such reparation as may
seem right, ana in an mure legislation
give to us evenhanded justice.

At a later day, gentlemen, your voice
and influence was again heard and felt, in
giving relief to our merchants from a tax-
ation by our own State which was crush
ing our prosperity ana driving ine busi-
ness from our doors, and putting it in the
laps of other and rivsl cities. What you
did to give the necessary relief and place
us on an equal footing with our rivals, is
too well known to require further reler-enc- e

by me. I merely mention these
things, gentlemen, to biing to your
mind the power which you nave
when united and determined to nave
justice done. No army which is
uisorganiiteu can sianu ueiore or
conteud with one united and under
good discipline. Other cities on our
north and on our south, are each united
wiib.ni themselves, and determined to
draw from us some of the trade to which
we are naturally entitled, by surrounding
us with rival lines of railroad, and estab-
lishing lines of packets penetrating into
the waters of the different sections from
which we draw our largest trade. That,
gentlemen, is fate, commercial rivalry,
and it should admonish us not to be
asleep or indifferent while our rivals are
at work. We should encourage, with our
business, every line of packets termina
ting at our wharf, and thereby induce the
establishment of other and additional
lines, penetrating all interior and con-
tiguous rivers. Each will bring to us in-

creased trade. If we ship our freight by
outside, and rival boats to our regular
packets, we can hardly hope for the con-

tinuation of pscket lines which are
so essential to our prosperity, and certain-
ly not the establish mem of others, if our
disposition is manifested by encourage-meu- t

ot, end sustenance given to similar
enterprises of others snd rival cities, who
are through them attempting to draw our
trade from us. I beg, gentlemen, you will
duly consider this matter and its effect,
and when in your power encourage those
who give to, and sustain yoo.

Within the last few years your attention
has been largely attracted to the varioas
lines of railroad in contemplation, the
terminus of which ia to be Memphis. You
have aided in various ways and ssststed to
keep slive these enterprises. While all
are important, yet to my mind none ex-
cept tne Little Rock road, offer such Im
portant results to the future of Memphis,
aa the Memphis and Kansas City and
Memphis and Selma roads. If these two,
and the Little Rock road were completed,
we might even rest from our labors, for a
time at least, and defy our competitors to
do us serious harm, and never feel a doubt
that Memphis will soon be a great and
powerful city, controlling the commerce
of a territory equal to an empire.

The queation of building a Southern
Pacific railroad ia attracting the attention
of Congress snd the country. The ne-
cessity of having auch a road Is an admit-
ted fact in all parts of our broad land.
That Memphis will be the initial point, is
to a large extent dependent on the com-
pletion of the .Little Rock road, and your
action in shaping public opinion through-
out the country, but particularly amongst
the members of Congress, and at the Con-
vention to be holden at Cincinnati early
next month.

The question Is often asked, and has
been repeated time and again, "Why the
Little Kock road is not completed in ac-

cordance with assurances given," when
you stepped forward, near a year ago, and
by vour counsel and in finance caused the
withdrawal of the pretensions of what
was known as the "new board of direct
ors." I acknowledge, gentlemen, that I
am aa much in the dark aa any of yoa in
regard to the doings or pretensions of the
managers of the road, and while we aa a
body have no right to call for a showing,
or assuraie es, yet I must express the
on n ion that it is due to the people of Mem-
phis that thsy should be informed
of the prospects of an early completion.
It is a matter of too much importance to
the commerce of our city to be sllnwerl to
slumber longer. If the present managers
cannot offer assurances of an early com-
pletion, in the name of common sense,
they should so inform the public, and
place the enterprise in the hands of those
who have the ability and will complete It.
In saying this much, I have no reference
to any gentleman connected with the
Little Rpck road. As individuals they
have my respect and confidence, bat as
rai.road builders I consider them rather
alow. In another year or two we will
perhaps see s road completed from oppo
site Cairo to Little Rock, and the heart of

cur trade tapped and turned in that direc
tion. The It will require years of toll
snd strife to bring it back to its natural
channel.

You. I feel assuied, gentlemen, will
never be Backward In giving due encour-
agement to all enterprise affecting the
commerce of Cur city. As individuals, no
city can boast of greater enterprise, more
ability an j a deeper feeling of mercantile
honor than exists among our own mer-
chants of Memphis. Yotu main fault,
anu l oeg you win pardon me for calling
your attention to it, is a want of united
action In whatever aawots the coin taou
good.

In surrendering the official I osit ion with
which you have so often honored me, 1

hope to be excused for the friendly words
of advloe and admonition which I have
deemed it my pi ivliege to otter on this
occasion.

My worthy succusaea) will doubt less
at your hands thai cittideuce aud

courtesy which you have ever extended
to me. Give him your united and de-
termined support in whatever affects the
interest of the Chamber and the com-
merce of our city, and I doubt not you
will find in him all yoo axpect or could
wish, as your presiding oQcer. I now
have tho pIf sab re of introducing to you
your President elect, Col. It. A. Pinson.

RAILWAY COKSOLIPAtlOS.
The oommittee appointed some weeks

ago to denne a plan lor the speedy con-
solidation ot the roads converging st
Memphis, made through their chairman,
Colonel William R. Moore, t.ie following
report:

"The want ol north and south railway
connection through Memphis entails upon
us annual grievous losses. The great cur-
rent of travel between New Orleans snd
the Northern cities, which, by nature,
would necessarily pass through our city,
now passes over the Mississippi Central
railway, nearly fifty miles eaat of us, at
an annual loss to Memphis of millions of
dollars. We believe that thia trade and
travel, other things being equal, would
naturally and necessarily pass through
and gladly give the prefereum to Mem-
phis. But on account ot our mistaken
policy of having no through connections,
it cannot, without considerable additional
coat of both time and money, now come
tills way. in view, iberelore, of the vast
n crests involved, your committee beg

to respectfully suggest the importance of
asking lrom the ltoaraol .Mayor and Alder
men, a grant of right of way for a north
and ijouth railway connection through
the city, so that this travel be at once
turned in its legitimate channel. If it be
suggested by some, asjt possibly may,
that the .nest ion of s 1 nion Depot is al-

ready before the Board of Mayor and Al-
dermen for their action, we respectfully
reply that in our opinion the first and
paramount object should be thj railway
connection, and then the I'ni m Depot
would naturally and necesssrily follow
as a consequence. Your committee, in
conclusion, g again to urge 'anon the
city such immediate action as will secure
the object desired, end respectfully sug-
gest the appointment of a committee by
the President of this Chamber, to press
this claim to its earliest practictihle ful-
fillment.

MISSISSIPPI LEVEES.
Colonel Wm. B. Moore submitted a cor-

respondence between himself ai d Gov-
ernor Renter's Prlvste Secretary, who In-

closes to Mr. Moore a letter from E. V.
Murphy, Clerk of the Cnlted States Sen-
ate Special Committee on Mississippi
Li-v- es. This correspondence Is designed
on its face to draw to Washington all
poasibla information on the subject of
levees, that Congress msy give Intelligent
aid to the country subjected to ever-recurri-

disasters. This Mr. Kellogg and
his associates bad a bill before CoDgress,
which failed to pass, contemplating the
creation ot a huge corporation, with fifty

millions of capital, and authorized to levy
taxes on cotton, etc., in overflowed dis-
tricts. The whole theory of the measure

investfng a ringwith power to tax was
indefensible, and the scheme ot incorpo-
rating railway companies endowed With
lands redeemed by levees and rail-
ways, supplanted with many Con-
gressmen Mr. Kellogg's magnificent
conceptions and propoaltlons. It seems,
however, that his plans are unchanged,
and that he would yet have Congress Cre-

ate this mighty corpora-
tion.

The Chamber of Commerce yesterday
evinced not s little interest in the matter,
and it was sgreed that the President lake
time to select a committee conversant
with facts and philosophy involved in the
subject discussed. Messrs. Moore, Topp,
Porter, of Newton Ford.dt Co., were des-
ignated as part of the committee. The
names of other members will be hereafter
announced.

ROSH-HA-SHANA-

Tne Celebration of the Jewish New Year.

Yesterday the Hebrews all over the
earth celebrated the solemn festival of

("beginning of the year").
ThiB festival is referred to in the book of
Leviticus, xxiii, :l: " And the Lord spake
unlo Moses, saying, speak unto the chil-
dren of Israel : In the seventh month, in
the first of the month, shall yo have a
Sabbath, a memorial of blowing the trum-
pets, an holy convocation; ye shall do no
servile work on it." No further explana
tion respecting the origin or object of thia
day is given in Scripture. This is the
more surprising, since the law, when en
joining the other festivals, always speci- -
ties tne reason why, and the object for
which, they are to be observed as such.
It would seem from the very brevity of
the precept above quoted, that the divine
lawgiver took it for granted mat me cele-
bration of the first day of the seventh
month, waa too well known lo need

explanation. According to the
ancient tradition of the Kabbts the world
was crested in Tithri (the Chaldee name
of the seventh month), this being in the
autumnal equinox. Besides, this was the
month when the annual harvest was tully
accomp'ished. Hence, the propriety
ol making that month (the autumnal
equinox ; the boundary between the old
aud the new vear. Ami, iu fact, that sea-
son Is in Bcrfpture alluded to by such
phrases as " at the outgoing of the year,"

at the ret'Ofufion of the year " ( Exodus,
xxiii, 16; xxxiv, 12). The course of nature
thus, no doubt, led the Israelites, even
before the time of Moses, to observe iho
eighteenth of Tishri as a New-Year- 's day.
This month is, however, called in the
Pentateuch the seventh, because the
month in which Exodus occurred Was
made the first to designate the national
era of Israel's redemption. The first day
of the seventh month having been, how-
ever, observed by custom ss the New-Yea- r,

Moses simply solemnized and sanc-
tified the same, the close and the begin-
ning of the year being most appropriate
for serious thought and reflection. Hence
the Scriptural name " Day of Memorial "
( 1'ome Hence, too, the rite
peculiar to this festival, viz: the blowing
of the trumpet connected with the service
of this day it being intended to rouse
!rael to a vivid sense of their duty to
God as the " King and Judge of all the
earth."

Tho celebration of the day began with
divine service at sunset on Sunday and
continued the greater part of yesterday
in tho different synagogues hare as else-ivlier- e.

The Orthodox ("Old School")
Israelites keep two days sacred the Re--I

timers, however, whose Temple is on
Main street, confine themselves to tlie
om- day ordained in Scripture.

AWFUL AFFRAY.

A Mai Tries to Murder U Wife

Caete.

He Is Snot id Mortally Wounded by her
Brother.

Astounding Developments of Wickedness
and Coatenplated Crime.

We learned yesterday from Mr. C. D.
McLean, jr., son of oar old and highly
esteemed citizen. Colonel Chaa. B. Mc-
Lean, the following particulars of one of
the moat horrible affairs that we have yet
been called on to chronicle, as occurring
anywhere In what may be termed the
neighborhood of the city of Memphis,
slthough we are glad to be able to state
that the scene or the tragedy was some
thirty miles distant from us near La-
fayette depot (Koasville P. O.), Memphis
and Charleston railroad.

On Saturday morning last, about eight
o'ctuck, two uegro meu employed to pick
cotton on Mr. McLean's place, on going
out to work, heard, in the corner of the
Held fence, a dismal groaning aa if pro-
ceeding from some one grievously injured.
On proceeding to the point whence the
sound came they found one M. S. Dover,
a near neighbor, lying curled up in
the angle covered with blood.
On approaching him he begged them to
get him some water, and take him where
he could have medical attention. After
a short consultation they determined to
take him to Mr. McLean's residence,
whioh they did. He was not at home,
but his brother was, and immediately
summoned Dr. Yancey (brother-in-la- w of
Cant. Anderson, of this city) to attend
the wounded man.

When Dr. Yancey came, Dover stated
that he had been - hi. by the brother of
his ( Dover's) wife, Mr. Andrew Kincade,
a young gaaii only sixteen years old and
living with him (Dover). He gave no
reason why be had been shot,
but on sending over to the house,
an officer of the law received

KIMCADE'S STATEMENT,

which is to the following effect: Mr,
Dover came home the previous night
(Friday) under the influence of liquor,
and commenced to beat his wife (who had
been a Miss Kincade'. He (Andrew Kin- -
cade) had interfered to prevent it, and
while doing so the wife ran on. As she
ran. Dover nulled a pistol and fired at
her. He (Kicnade), on seeing his sister
thus treated, pulled his pistol and fired at
Hover, shooting him through the bowels.
Dover ran pit, and he (Kincade) shot two
or three shots at him as he did so, none of
which, it appears, were effectual, except
the first, which is said to be fatal.

only four months ago, himself psld the
penalty with bis life. The story Is a ter-
rible one, and causes a shudder ol horror
to creep over us as we recite It.

Mrs. Dover (formerly Kincade) is said
to be an elegant, high-tone- d and accom-
plished lady, whose only crime la that abe
is ir to conaiderable property, which
she shares jointly with two or three
brothers, the deceased (Dover)
wished- to make way with, along with
her. It seems almost impossible for this
tale to be true, and we hoe, for the honor
of humanity, that it is not, but the evi-
dence brought to us is very strong. We

ANOTHER VICTIM.

Another Death by Falling Out of a Window
in toe Peeteffloe Bunding.

Or. Jourdan, Editor of the "Carreepon-deat,-

the Victim of the Insecurity
ef the Building thia time.

Last night at halt-pa- st 10 o'clock. Dr.
Jourdan, editor iu chief of the German
Democratic daily paper, Der Correspon-
dent, fell oat of the front window of the
first story of the terrible Postofnoe build-
ing, and was instantly lulled. There waa
nothing whatever to show that Dr. Jour-
dan had been dissipating or drinking in
the least, but all goes to show that he fell
a victim the fourth within our knowl-
edge, to the imperfect construction
of the old caravansary called the
Postofnoe Building. At the hour at
which we write It is Impossi-
ble to spesk of the particulars indeed,
there Is no wsy ot obtaining tbeui at pres-
ent, as General Trauernicbt is sway, Mr.
Papeudieck, his associate editor, is at his
residence in the suburbs, aud uo one was
in the office with Dr. Jourdan when he
fell. From bis position, however, it is
evident Ibst he was sitting In the window
snd probably fanning himself with
his handkerchief, as he held it in
his right hand as he lay dead,
f c downward, or, the Iron gratings
in front of tne main sntranceof the build-
ing on Jefferson street.

'Squire T. C. Bleckley was summoned
and held an inquest on the remains of
the lamented deceased. The verdict was
in accordance with the facts detailed
above.

How many more men shall pay the
penalty of the defective building and
gross negligence of human life dis-
played by the owners of this man
trap? They have already laid
themselves liable to indictment
in the mind of every man
three times over by their criminal neg-
lect to put bars to or finish balconies
around those treacherous windows, which
have cost the lives of two such men as
Birney Marshall and Dr. Jourdan mien
fit to shine in any society and anywhere.

The deceased gentleman had been here
but a few weeks. He came from St.
Louis, where be had made a high reputa-
tion as a journalist of ability. Dr. Jonr
dan was educated for the bar, was, we
believe, a graduate of the great university
of Bonn, not only learned in the law, but
a scholar of extensive attainments. He
was a staunch Democrat, aud was just be-
ginning to make himself felt among his
countymen, in Memphis as a leader in the
right direction. Peace be with him.
